Since the departure of our delegate 
for Shanghai on 4th June, 1935 to attend the 7th World 
Congress of the Communist Interniutionai (P.J. Page 41 of 
1935) no news has been heard from him. 

In August last, the Sin Chew Jit Poh of Singapore 
published the news of a Communist raid in Shanghai in 
which it was reported that the sketch map of the Singapore 
Naval Base and a bundle of correspondence for Malaya were 
found (P.J. Page 51 of 1935). 

We at once came to the conclusion that our delegute 
must have been arrested and your organisation must have 
sustained a great loss and since then our connection with 
you had been completely severed. 

Our seaman courier had been to Amoy, Swatow, Hongkong 
etc. in our endeavour to establish liaison with you but 
so far had been unsuccessful. In April this year the 
Burma Committee recommended to us one comrade Long ore ) 
in Swatow.

On 12th June, 1936 we sent you another letter through 
a comrade in Hainan, we do not know whether you have 
received them.
